Testerday’s session of the Thaw trial 
was comparatively short and court ad¬ 
journed soon after noon.

After practically an all-day session 
between the committee of business 
men and the committee of street rail¬ 
way strikers on one hand and the busi¬ 
ness men and the directors at the street 
railway company on -the other. It was 
announced last night that another 
meeting of all elements would be held 
at 11 o’clock this morning. 

Hope was expressed by the business 
men that the conference this morning 
would result In an agreement by which 
the strike might be called off. If k Is 
not, some members of the committee 
said last night that the strikers and 
the railway company would have to 

fight It out between them. 

* • * 

To Give Dinner at Eleven O’clock. 

The board of directors of the street 
railway company will meet at 10 
o’clock this morning and discuss the 
proposition made by the business men 
to them and to the strikers. At 11 
o'clock the board will be ready with Its 
answer. The business men's commit¬ 
tee will be at the offices of the com- 
I^Lny, and the strikers' committee has 
bean asked to be there also. 

The agreement drawn by the busi¬ 
ness men is said to contemplate an in¬ 
crease in wages to twenty-two cents; 
forty-five minutes for dinner, and con¬ 
tinuous runs of ten or twelve hours. 
It is said that the directors of the rail¬ 
way company made no serious objec¬ 
tion to the granting of these conces¬ 
sions to their men. It is on the ques¬ 
tion of recognizing the union tha tthe 

controversy now’ hinges. 

• • • 

To Recognize Open Shop. 

It Is said that the strikers demand 
that the union be recognized, but that 
the committee agreed, subject to the 
Executive Committee of the union and 
the union itself, that they would not 
Insist on demanding that only union 
men be employed. So far they agreed 
to an "open shop." Indeed, this lat¬ 
ter was the basis on which the busi¬ 
ness men agreed to enter upon nego¬ 
tiations with both sides. It Is believed 
it Is the point whether the street rail¬ 
way will treat with an organized body 
of men, although In an "open shop." 
that the Board of Directors of the 
street railway are to discuss this morn¬ 
ing.

Personnel of Committees. 

The first conference w r as held at the 
Commercial Club yesterday morning 
and lasted about two hours. The com¬ 
mittee represnting the commercial or¬ 
ganizations was oomposed of Capt. W. 
W. Hite, JWhn H. Brand, Charles D. 
Gates, of the Board of Trade; Judge 
James P. Gregory# V. H. Englehard, R. 
A. McDowell, of the Commercial Club; 
Capt. George C. Norton, chairman, W. 
J. Baird, of the Merchants and Manu¬ 
facturers’ Association; John C. Lewis, 
Retail Merchants' Association. The 
union wps represented by Samuel L. 
Wilson, the president; A. G. Wilcox- 
»on. C. Jackson, C. Metcalf and S. Ty¬ 
ler. Benj. Commons, w'ho Is In charge 
of the strike, did not participate in the 
conference. 

Capt. Norton and Judge Gregory 
wfcre the principal speakers at the con¬ 
ference. They submitted to the union 
representatives in behalf of the busi¬ 
ness men of Louisville that It w # as de¬ 
sirable the difficulties between the com¬ 
pany and its employes be overcome ae 
soon as possible, and that they were 
willing to do w'hat they could to bring 
thl about. They wanted, however, 
fully to understand the situation from 
the men’s standpoint before going be¬ 
fore the directors of the company and 
attempting to arrange a truce or a 
settlement. They set forth that It was 
probable the company would grant 
certain concessions to its men, but not 
as a union body. These were a ten 
or twelve-hour workday; more time 

for meals, and a higher wage scale.

Business Committees* Standing. 


proposition to offer. Members of the 
Strike Commltttee maintained that if 
they were to make a proposition to the 
committee of business men the latter 
would have to submit the proposition 
to the railway officials with no assur¬ 
ance that the railway officials would 
accept it. This, the strikers argued, 
would place them In the attitude of 
weakening In that they had submitted 
a proposition to the railway company 
that had not been accepted. The strik¬ 
ers took the stand that the business 
men. If they hoped to accomplish any¬ 
thing. should first watt upon the direc¬

Difficulties at Outset. 


Difficulties were encountered at the 
outset Ben Commons, who was named 
as a member of the committee from the 
strikers to confer with the committee 
from the business men. was not ad¬ 
mitted to the conference. The busi¬ 
ness men held that Air. Commops was 
an outsider. In that he is employed as 
a motorman in New Orleans and not 
In Louisville. They sold that their 
business had to do with the street car 
men of Louisville and that even then 
they could not treat with these men as 
representatives of an organized labor 
union. The* business men said they 
had called the committee of strikers 
into conference with them for the pur¬ 
pose of talking over matters quietly 
and that they thought they might offer 
a few’ suggestions that would help to 
bring about a settlement between the 
strikers and the railway company.

Must Deal With Union. 


The Strikers’ Committee, in the be¬ 
ginning, took the stand that the com¬ 
mittee of business men had no author¬ 
ity to act for the railway company.

es The committee of the strikers made 
It clear to the committee of business 
men that the strikers must he dealt 
with as an organized body or not at 
all. They said they must be so recog¬ 
nized by the railway company before 
any steps looking toward an arbitra¬ 
tion of their differences could be 
taken. 

James P. Gregory, of the business 
men’s committee, asked the committee 
from the strikers what they meant by 
the word "arbitration." They replied 
that arbitration to them meant the se¬ 
lection of a committee of three, one 
member of the committee to be select¬ 
ed by the railway company, another by 
the organization of street car men, and 
the two members of the committee thus 
selected to select the third member of 
the arbitration committee, such com¬ 
mittee to consider the demands sub¬ 
mitted to Che company by the organiza ¬ 
tion of street car men and amend them 
cr strike them out as they saw fit, the 
organization of street car men and the 
railway company <to pledge themselves 
beforehand to submit to the decision 
of the arbitration committee.

Must Leave Out Word “Conference.” 


At 2 o'clock the conference adjourned 
and at 4 o’cJosck the Business Men’s 
Committee met with the directors of 
the company in the general offices on 
Jefferson street. With one or two ex¬ 
ceptions the entire directorate of the 
company, including Thomas J. Minary, 
the president; Judge Alex P. Hum¬ 
phrey, vice president and general coun- 
8€*1, were present at the conference, 
which lasted for over three hours. 

The Business Men’s Committee sub¬ 
mitted, a* they did to the union repre¬ 
sentatives. that they were there in the 
Interests of harmony, amd that It was 
not only desirable, but necessary to 
conserve the commercial interests of 
Louisville tihait the street car tie-up be 
dissolved at the earliest passible mo¬ 
ment. The position taken by the union 
men at the morning’s conference was 
explained by Capt. Norton and Judgf 
Gregory, ar.d the directors were asked 
for an expression of what they were 
willing bo do In order that the strike 

might be terminated.

Against Recognizing Union. 

Mr. Minary. Judge Humphrey, Capt. 
James B. Speed and other of the di¬ 
rectors gave their views, and the gen¬ 
eral opinion favored the granting to 
the men of certain concessions, with 
stipulations. The directors were unani¬ 
mous almost In refusing any conces¬ 
sion to Its employes as a union, and 
It was sot forth strongly that If any 
such were made they would he granted 
to their employes, but not as an organ¬ 
ized body. It also was pointed out 
that there would be no objection to 
a union or organization of the em¬ 
ployed for fraternal or benevolent pur¬ 
poses, but that one formed for the pur¬ 
pose of obtaining shorter work days, 
higher wages and other concessions, 
distinctly would not be countenanced. 

The directors of the company finally 
agreed to hold a conference this morn¬ 
ing with the Business Men's Committee 
and with the committee of Its em¬ 
ployes. Before long, howevermhrdl mf 
pVoyes. Before doing so. however, the 
directors wll hold a meeting at which 
the stand they will take at the Joint 
conference to-day will be agreed upon 
and ratified.

Capt. Norton Takes Hopeful View. 

At the conclusion of the conference 
Capt. Norton, chairman of the Joint 
oommititee of commercial organizations, 
gave out the following statement; "The 
situation was gone over In detail, and 
the directors are Inclined to consider 
favorably certain demands made by the 
company’s employes. They ask. how¬ 
ever. until 11 o’clock to-morrow to 
decide some matters, and have invited 
us and the committee of Its employes 
to meet with them at tha/t tlmo." 

Thomas J. Mlnary, president of the 
company, made the following state¬ 
ment at the close of the conference: 

'I overheard Capt. Norton make the 
statement he Just gave out and I think 
that he put it a trifle strong to say 
that we considered favorably the grant¬ 
ing of certain concessions. I will say- 
however, that the entire matter had 
been carefully and thoughtfully dis¬ 
cussed and that wfe gre willing to treat 
with our men. We have invltehd a 
committee of them to meet with us in 
the morning for that purpose."

Weather Forecaster Basal cr predicts 
more rain and snow, and has issued 
warnings to towns along the river. 
Great damage has already been done 
by the heavy downfall of rain. Hun¬ 
dreds of houses along creek bottoms 
have been flooded. The Pennsylvania 
lines trains have been delayed from one 
to ten hours. The Norfolk and West¬ 
ern was unable to send any trains out, 
and does not expect to do so before 
Thursday night. The Chesapeake and 
Ohio train from New York, du? at S 15 
a m.. did not reach Cincinnati until 
after 12. 

In the northwestern part of the city, 
CummVnsville and vicinity the waiter 
entered hundreds of homes. The Cin¬ 
cinnati street-car system and the ln- 
terurban roads suffer greatly, many 
oars being derailed. A bridge over 
West Fork creek was weakened by the 
flood, letting a team and driver faM into 
t'he creek. A landslide Ln the East End 
drove six families from their homes.

A serious accident occurred about 
daybreak on the West Pennsylvania 
railroad near* Harmarvllle, a dozen 
miles from Pittsburg, when a bridge 
over a swollen stream, weakened by 
the water, w*ent down under a heavy 
freight train. Engineer J. B. Mlkesell, 
Fireman W. J. Cantwrall and Brakeman 
J. M. Johns went into the water with 
the engine and were lost. Until a late 
hour this evening their bodies had not 
been reooferod. Th© engine went into 
•thirty feet of water aind w*os followed 
by seven cars. The engine is yet cov¬ 
ered wdth several feet of water, and the 
bodies of the three men are thought to 
be In the cab, which may be reached 
to-morrow.

Towboat Sunk. 

Swept by terrific force by the swollen 
current against the pier at Lock No. 3 
to-night, the towboat Cruiser, owned 
by the Monongahela River Consolidat¬ 
ed Coal and Ooke Company, was 
wrecked and sunk, sending two of her 
crew to death. Two others wrare rescued 
a mile below* the scene of the accident 
after they had been In the water an 
hour. Three of the crew clinging to the 
bow* of the submerged boat were res¬ 
cued after a hard fight with the heavy 
Ice. 

The Cruller with a crew of thirteen 
men, In command of Capt. H. Sweeney, 
left here with a tow of twelve barges 
of coal. On account of the thick fog 
Capt. Sw’eeney tied up at the Davis 
Island dam. When daylight came the 
Cruiser left the dam, and Immediately 
ton barges of coal swept down stream 
by the rising water. 

To-plght the Cruiser started for Lock 
No. 3 at Glen Osborne, twenty miles 
west of here. Before Che lock could 
be reached, however, the boat was 
caught by the swift current and dashed 
against the pier. A large hok was 
knocked ln the boat’s aide, and she be¬ 
gan to sink. Yawls were cut loose, 
and the crew* started for shore. The 
river was running heavy with Ice. and 
one of the yawls was overturned, 
drowni-nig two occupants. The drowned 
men were foreigners, and their names 
are unknown.

OHIO AT LOUISVILLE 
TO REACH FLOOD STAGE 


By pressing into tfervice some of the 
numerous strike-breakers now in 
Louisville, through the activity of 
mounted police along Fourth avenue 
and a generally quick response to 
alarms and a more or less successful 
effort to keep the crowds moving, the 
Louisville Railway Company was able 
to run about thirty ears yesterday with 
some show of regularity. Forty or fifty 
arrest* were made, many of the charg¬ 
ed with obstructing a street railway, 
a new Charge In the present trouble, 
which carries with a conviction a fine 
of $50 and three months In Jail a* a 
maximum penalty. 

The street railway officials said yes. 
terday that with better police protec¬ 
tion. they can run more cars to-day 
and expect to do so.

Three Policemen To Car. 

The thirty cars that were run 
through the city yesterday from the 
time they were started from the barns 
until about 5:30 o'clock, when they 
w*ere ordered to the barns, were each 
manned by three policemen by orders 
of Chief of Police Gunther.

It was to enable Delphln M. Pelmas, 
leading counsel for the defense, to con¬ 
sult authorities and frame a reply to 
Mr. Jerome and also to allow the lat¬ 
ter an opportunity of completing the 
hypothetical question which he is to 
Y»ut to his experts that the early ad¬ 
journment was ordered. Mr. Jerome 
8aid he hoped to close the rebuttal for 
the people to-morrow evening. 

Mr. JeroiAe’s Oratory. 


During his argument to-day the Dis¬ 
trict Attorney took on for the first time 
since the case began, a sustained ora¬ 
torical tone.

Militia If Necessary.

Bond For New Policemen. 


Washington, March 13.—Tho Secre¬ 
tary of the Treasury to-day announced 
that the $30,000,000 which wus depos¬ 
ited In national banks the last of Sep¬ 
tember, to be returned about tho be¬ 
ginning of February, would not be 
called for at present. Beyond saying 
that he was keeping a cloae w’atch on 
the situation In New York, Secretary 
Cortolyou would not indicate what his 
further plans were. 

On October 22 last the Secretary of 
the Treasury authorized national banks 
that bad Government tends on deposit 
to secure public deposits to substitute 
for the Government’s bonds, State and 
municipal bonds, provided they would 
use the Government tends so redeeeed 
to increase their circulation. Eighteen 
million dollars wa* fixed as the limit 
of this Increase. The Secretary pro¬ 
vided. however, that this Increased cir¬ 
culation must be reduced at the rate 
of $3,000,000 a month, beginning March 
1. In view of the money situation in 
New’ York. Secretary Cortelyou thinks 
that It is unwise to compel a compli¬ 
ance wdth 'this order, and therefore Has 
stated that the banka that took advan¬ 
tage of this offer of October 22 may 
retain their Increased circulation pro¬ 
vided they substitute certain bonds, 
which he names, for the State and mu¬ 
nicipals they now have on depostt- 

The bonds authorized to be substitut¬ 
ed are Government, Philippine, Panama 
and Haw’alian bonds. 

The presence at the White House to¬ 
day of six members of the Cabinet, who 
called within a few minutes of each 
other, gave rise to considerable specu¬ 
lation regarding the purport of their 
conference with the President. The 
impression gained ground that it was 
a special meeting of the President’s ad¬ 
visers to consider some question of mo¬ 
ment, but none of those present would 
admit that his call simultaneously with 
that of the others wus anything more 
than a coincidence. It is knowm, how’- 
ever, that some ot the Cabinet officers 
were sent for by the President, and in 
view of the statement Issued later In 
the day by Secrotary' Corteiyou, It Is 
believed that the conference, at least 
with some of his advisers, had to do 
wdth the financial situation In New 
York. Those who saw the President 
were Secretaries Cortolyou, Taft, Met¬ 
calf. Straus, Garfield and Attorney 
General Bona parte. Later Secretary 
Root spent some time with him.

Better, But Intolerable. 

The strike situation yesterday was 
better. The effects of the Mayor’s grow¬ 
ing realization of the gravity of the 
conditions were seen In tho more en¬ 
ergetic and more successful efforts of 
the police to preserve the peace. Cars, 
with poMoe guard, were run with lit¬ 
tle Interference aa-compared with that 
of Tuesday and Monday. 

Still it ought to be apparent to the 
Mayor tlmf ho has not yet the lines 
well In band. The riots at Fourth and 
Jefferson and at the Seventh-street 
depot, to say nothing of the disorders 
elsewhere, ought to demonstrate that 
to him. There were times yesterday 
when the crowds might quickly have 
become inflamed into mobs against 
which any of tho tactics yet employed 
by the police would have been but 
child’s play. A state of affairs in which 
every car hod to carry three or four 
policemen, and in which mobs assaulted 
men under the guard of scores of po¬ 
lice. and assaulted tho police them¬ 
selves. whose prisoners they tried to 
take from them, is not one which can 
afford the authorities any cause for 
vat lsf act ion. 

It Is wen, therefore, that the Mayor 
decided to add a hundred men to the 
police force. He should add five hun¬ 
dred if necessary to redeem this city 
from the lawless element, which is any¬ 
thing but subdued. Such menacing 
crowds as gathered yesterday, despite 
the Mayor’s proclamation, must be pre¬ 
vented, and more vigorous measures 
must be adopted than the arrest of a 
few of tho rioters here and there. Bul¬ 
lies and ruffians must be taught to 
feel some of the respect for the police 
that they feel for bayonets, or the 
Mayor may swear in a thousand inen 
without restoring order. 

One thing la certain. The people of 
Louisville are determined that the law' 
shall be upheld. They aro determined 
that anarchy for the whole city shall 
not be invoked in order that any set 
of men may force a settlement of their 
difference* with any other set of men. 
The controversy between the strikers 
and the railway company, If set¬ 
tled. must be settled by peaceful, 
not by violent, means. The sooner the 
law-breakers realize that they cannot 
outrage an entire community and defy 
Its power and authority the leas costly 
will that settlement be for them, aud 
the sooner tho administration brings 
them to such a realization the sooner 
will it command for Itself the public 
confidence, which during Monday and 
Tuesday it all but forfeited. 


Lo As a Statesman. 

It Is known that Oklahoma has been 
having a hard time framing a Consti¬ 
tution which it thinks will pass muster 
in obtaining admission to the Union as 
a State. According to a correspondent 
of the Philadelphia Ledger, much dis¬ 
appointment has resulted from the ac¬ 
tivity of tho Indian element. 

In tho Constitutional Convention 
Oklahoma has flfty-flve delegates, In¬ 
dian Territory flfty-flve and tho Osage 
Nation two. As the Oklahoma dele¬ 
gates were experienced In politics, while 
the Indian Territory delegates were 
supposed to be unsophisticated, they 
anticipated little trouble In taking con¬ 
trol of things and running the con¬ 


vention to suit themselves. Their pro¬ 
gramme Included the appropriation to 
themselves of all the best offices, in¬ 
fluential committees, and the like. But 
it turned out that' Indian Territory 
elected its best men—a system very dis¬ 
gusting to politicians—while those from 
Oklahoma were about the usual run. 
The correspondent says that the free¬ 
men of Oklahoma “picked chin whiskers 
for Ivoneaty, windy little lawyers for 
oratory, and a few bartenders here and 
there to direct manipulation/’ They 
had planned to give the Indians a few 
Janltorships to keep them quiet, and 
take all the rest. But the Osage mem¬ 
bers cast in thrir lot with the other 
Indians, and they proceeded to take 
everything—presiding officer. clerk, 
sergeant-at-arms and chairmanships of 
all Important committees. Then they 
carved up the new State into counties 
bo as to give the Indian Territory a 
majority In the Legislature. 

The “Indiana” were a surprise to the 
delegates from tho old Oklahoma Terri¬ 
tory. They could hardly pick them out 
in a crowd. They are proud of their 
Indian blood, and those who have a 
trace of it call themselves Indians. The 
Indian delegates are largely educated, 
wear tailor-made clothes, and are tho 
aristocrats In the convention. It seems 
to them that poor Lo is coming to his 
own. __ 

A Changed Attitude. 

The visit of Mr. J. Pierpont Morgan 
to the President to arrange for a con¬ 
ference with a number of railroad 
presidents, the utterances of Mr. E. 
H. Hariimop a few days ago and simi¬ 
lar views expressed by Mr. Hill. Mr. 
Stickney and others Indicate a chan go 
in the attitude of the transportation 
Interests toward the Government and 
the public. Tho feeling among them 
now’ Is In favor of co-operation. They 
believe that the secret of good service 
and reasonable rates lies In a Ijarmony 
of all concerned. They speak for full 
obedience to tho law, for fair play by 
the railroads and for Just laws and 
tho square deal by the people. 

This is a healthful and hopeful 
change, and it is desirable that It lead 
to better conditions all around. Some 
of the railroads have sinned greatly 
against the public. In some cases the 
discovery of the fact and the general 
agitation that has accompanied it have 
led to unreasonable legislation—legisla¬ 
tion of vengeance, arbitrariness and 
emotionalism. This spirit in the peo¬ 
ple is as reprehensible as the conduct 
they condemn In the offending rail¬ 
roads. One form of it Is a clamor, 
without regard to the Justice of it, in 
some States for a reduction by legis¬ 
lation of rates to two cents a mlla 
There aro undoubtedly roads whose 
operation Is so costly that such a rate 
would be confiscatory. There arc otheT 
roads which extend through a thinly- 
populated territory; these would be put 
on the same level as those which run 
through thickly-settled sections and 
whose passenger traffic ts enormous. 

Co-operation by railroads and peoplo 
ought to work a revolution. It will 
boat persecution by either side. Th e| *e 
is much construction work absolutely 
necessary. Tho railroads should not 
be handicapped in it. More construc¬ 
tion moans better facilities, and better 
facilities are beneficial to people, to 
commerce, to a community. We have 
been shown in recent months, as a 
result of tho freight congestion in vari¬ 
ous parts of tho country, how sadly 
needed is a greater mileage. We should 
have it, by all means. Not to have 
it is to retard the country’s growth. 
The railroad leaders say that in view 
of the existing popular feeling they 
And it almost impossible to obtain the 
necessary capital for the work. 

The railroad managers have been 
sorely punished for thetr misdeeds, and 
some of their misdeeds have been de¬ 
serving of sore punishment. But the 
public ow’es it to itself to deal with 
the railway problems rationally and 
Justly. It should not undertake legis¬ 
lation in a bllud rage or a partisan 
prejudice. Corporations and individuals 
both should bo treated with the ut¬ 
most fairness. That is the proper 
Government which practices the square 
deal and hounds neither the corpora¬ 
tion nor tho individual because of feel¬ 
ing. _ 

Reasons For High Prices. 

The remarkable continuance of high 
prices is attracting tho attention of 
ecoiKomists, but as Is usual in such mat¬ 
ters. they are by no means agreed as 
to the reasons for it There ar£ slumps 
and recessions, of course, particularly 
In stocks w’hich are classed as specu¬ 
lative. but on the whole, in spite of oc¬ 
casional reductions, commodity prices 
go on mounting up. This movement 
Is not confined to any particular coun¬ 
try, though individual cases may 
show greater advances In some lands 
than in others. 

While prices are going up trading is 
encouraged, and there results w’hat is 
called prosperity. When a man con 
hrvest a dollar to-day in certain prop¬ 
erty and sell It next year for $1.26 or 
$1.50, or at any other price w’hich con¬ 
siderably exceeds the loss in Interest 
he Is encouraged to make purchases, 
does make them, and continues the 
process so long as It remains profitable. 
Precisely the reverse occurs when the 
trend of prices Is downward, and in 
proportion to the character of the 
tendency. If one buy an article for a 
dollar one year, and sell ft the next for 
ninety cents, he has. of course, sus¬ 
tained a loss, and repeated experiences 
of this kind put him out of the mar¬ 
ket. When thousands or millions of 
people are thus warned Into inactivity, 
business becomes bad, and prices fall 
off. sometimes to an extent that spells 
ruin. 

For a series of years we have had 
advancing prices. Seme say that this 
Is due to the increased production of 
gold. Those who hold to the quantitative 
theory of mowy are forced to this 
conclusion, while those who reject U 


are Inclined to look to other causes. 
Of the Increase in Flocks of gold there 
is no room for doubt. In this country 
we produce twice as much as ten years 
ago, and In the whole world the pro¬ 
duction Is four times as great as it 
was twenty years ago. Hence, say some, 
prices have risen, not only here, where 
tho tariff has something to do with 
the matter, but in all commercial coun¬ 
tries. 

This idea is combated by Mr. Alex¬ 
ander E. Outerbridge in a recent maga¬ 
zine article. He believes that the pro¬ 
duction of gold has not kept pace with 
the expansion of trade. He tells of the 
value of the egg crop, which he says Is 
double that of the gold production. He 
also points out the great totals of the 
value of corn, wheat, cotton, pig iron 
and copper, which throw the gold pro¬ 
duction into the shade. 

Such comparisons may be useful, but 
they aro not conclusive. The superiority 
in value of many products to gold may 
bo admitted, but com and wheat, once 
used, are gone forever, while gold used 
as currency survives, and merely goes 
from hand to hand. Moreover corn and 
cotton aro not standards of value, 
w hile gold Is—a capital distinction. Gold 
is not only produced In greater quan¬ 
tities than formerly, but at less ex¬ 
pense. The cost of production has gon? 
down. Hence in claiming the produc¬ 
tion of gold as the cause, or one great 
cause, of high prices, we are not shut 
up absolutely to the advocacy of the 
quantitative theory of money. If 
consider labor as the ultimate standard 
It w f ould be quite possible, w’e think, to 
show that an ounce of gold Is now 
produced with much less labor then 
formerly. IfHhat Is true its exchange¬ 
able value should bo leas, unless other 
commodities are produced with less 
labor. Vt is certainly true that the 
amount of labor necessary to produce a 
good many commodities Is for less than 
It was formerly. The exchangeable 
value of these 'Commodities, therefore, 
expressed In terms of gold, should de- 
I>end on which has profited more by the 
reduction of the labor needed for pro¬ 
duction. This makes a very complicated 
problem when considered with refer¬ 
ence to all prices. It is not so much 
so when a single commodity is com¬ 
pared with gold. Take cotton for ex¬ 
ample. Has there been in ten years a 
greater reduction in the labor necessary 
to produce an ounce of gold than in 
that needed to grow’ a pound of cot¬ 
ton? If this be answered in the-affirma- 
tive. It would seem that the advance 
in cotton is expfcatned, in part ai least, 
by the leas labor demanded to produce 
the medium in which its value is 
measured. | 

Those who contend that an increase 
in tho volume of the currency means a 
o>rrespooding increase In the prices of 
commodities need have no difficulty in 
explaining tho high prices prevailing in 
this country, though they might be 
called upon to say why they are not still 
higher. We have now* nearly two dollars 
In per capita circulation where we had 
one during the great inflation period of 
the Civil War, when prices werjt float¬ 
ing to the skies. Present prices ought, 
therefore, if the mere per capita cir¬ 
culation is considered, to be much 
higher than they were In 1866, though 
•we know that such Is not the case. We 
also know* that many commodities now 
are produced with less labor, and. in 
greater quantities, and this helps to ex¬ 
plain their greater cheapness. A11 the 
phenomena of prices cannot generally 
be satisfactorily explained by reference 
to a single cause, for various forces 
are In operation, all of which must be 
considered In a comprehensive view of 
the subject._ 

Assassination Orphans. 

In Korea white is worn by persons in 
mourning, and many poor families wear 
white continually because It Is more 
economical than to change to white 
when death invades the home. Upon 
the some principle families in Breathitt 
county might wear black continually. 
No sadder sight and no sorrier spectacle 
of the results of the perversion of Gov¬ 
ernment and the protection of crime can 
be seen in any country than that of the 
widows and orphans of "Bloody Breath¬ 
itt*' thickly sprinkled through any as¬ 
semblage in Jackson. Some of these, 
so a Jury has said, owe their bereave¬ 
ment directly to the activities of a 
murder syndicate which should be en¬ 
tirely wiped out by legal methods, and 
others owe theirs indirectly to misgov- 
emment In that county. 

The three most recent assassinations 
believed to have been done by 
contract in Jackson were the 
murders of James Cockrill, Dr. B. D. 
Cox and James B. Marcum. They were 
by no means the only assassinations, 
even In recent years, executed under 
contract. Because of the prominence of 
the victims and because the al¬ 
leged employing assassins had grown 
so careless of public opinion 
that they had the work done 
In daylight find In the presence of wit¬ 
nesses In two cases, these three mur¬ 
ders attracted unusual attention. Many 
victims less prominent were killed with 
less display of contempt for what the 
world might think of such proceedings 
and none of the assassins was hanged. 
Most of them were never brought to 
trial. In rare instances trials were had 
and convictions resulted. That this oc¬ 
curred under a system so complete as 
that by which Breathitt was misgov¬ 
erned might bo surprising if the rec¬ 
ords did not show that several assas¬ 
sins who went to the penitentiary were 
soon released, and If it was not a fact 
that a few months’ sojourn In the peni¬ 
tentiary is no disgrace to the man who 
is willing to hire himself out as an 
assassin. 

No orphans were left when Mr. Cock- 
rill 8vas shot down by the murder squad 
posted in the Jackson courthouse. Cock¬ 
rill was engaged to be married^H was 
said. When Dr. Cox was killed as he 
iyas returning from a professional visit 
four orphans. all at that time 
under ten years of age, and a widow. 


were left. The widow and one of the 
orphans have since died. In behalf of 
the remaining Children suit to recover 
$100,000 damages from the alleged assas¬ 
sins—James Hargis. Elbert Hargis. Ed¬ 
ward Callahan and others—has been 
filed at Lexington. It will be recalled 
that a similar suit was filed at Win¬ 
chester by Mrs. Abrella Marcum for 
herself and her five orphaned children 
and thut partial Judgments were ren¬ 
dered against some of the defendants 
referred to In the petition. 

It may be remembered that Mr. Card- 
well, Judge of the Police Court 
at Jackscm, immured himself in 
his home, and there remained 
for a year or so before the 
troops were sent to Jackson, after tho 
newspapers had made it iVnpossible for 
systematic assemi nation to continue 
uninterrupted. Mr. Cardwell was a 
brother-in-law of I*r. Cox. He owes his 
life to his discretion, and his release 
from self-imprisonment to the power of 
the newspapers of the State. 

These events have taken place in a 
Civilized State, and In the annals of 
Breathitt, county there is recorded but 
one legal execution—that of a profes¬ 
sional assassin whose victims were va¬ 
riously estimated at from ten to twenty, 
when he found himself without suffi¬ 
cient influence to save his neck. 


A Great Mind and Beautiful Spirit 

The public knew Mr. L. N. Dembitz 
as a man of brilliant talents, prefound 
scholarship and absolute integrity. His 
punctilious devotion to the duties of 
citizenship, the Jealous care with which 
he resisted every departure from the 
honest and efficient administration of 
municipal affairs, the sturdiness with 
which he stood for his conviction of 
right and his unflinching condemna¬ 
tion of w’hat he felt to be wrong, his 
loyalty to the American nations for 
which he cherished so deep an affection, 
all this made him a powerful Influence 
on the side of Justice and right, and a 
shining example of true patriotism. 

As Is often seen in men of real great¬ 
ness, he combined with these qualities 
the simplicity of a child, the gentleness 
of a woman. This rare combination 
of mature experience and youthful en¬ 
thusiasm attracted to him all ages and 
both sexes; and many are those who 
feel that in the “passing on” of this 
long-familiar figure, this marked in¬ 
dividuality which makes itself felt in a 
thousand subtle ways, they lose an ideal 
teacher, comrade, friend and counselor. 

The Indiana Legislature. 

Among the legislative bodies that 
have this year divided aittentkm with 
tiie UnKed ©tales Congress was the 
Legislature of Indiana. For reasons nut 
necessary to here specify the Repub¬ 
licans In Indiana have had on unusually 
long lease of power. The State seems 
to have lost the faculty of going from 
one party to the other, from which in 
former years It derived much “gayneful 
pJUedge.” The usual result of blind de¬ 
votion to one party has resulted, and 
l*£t year there was a vigorous outcry for 
reform. Various matters were mentioned 
In the Republican platfom^ with ref¬ 
erence to which the party was expected 
to reform Itself. The Legislature mani¬ 
fested much Indifference to most of 
these reforms, and the Governor was 
not altogether successful in holding the 
Legislature up to the work that it 
ought, in his opinion, to do. 

Now that tho session is over, there 
is a disposition in Republican quarters 
to speak well of its performance, or at 
least to hold that its record has been 
better than was expected a few’ weeks 
‘ago. It is mentioned that it passed a 
two-cent fare law*, a primary law. an 
anti-trust law, a railroad law for the 
protection of shippers, a pure-food law 
and some others of less general in¬ 
terest Some doubt is expressed as to 
the character of some of this legislation, 
the practical effect of which is yet to 
be seen. The insurance bill failed by 
reason of the veto of tho Governor. 
Salaries were raised in a number of in¬ 
stances and thereby it Is admitted that 
the people were wronged. 

The insurance bill was one of those 
which the Republican party was 
pledged to enacL The one passed was 
vetoed by the Governor on the ground 
that it was a false pretense, whose pur¬ 
pose was to discover and furnish a pre¬ 
text for the further plundering of the 
people. On the other hand, however, it 
wua lieJd that it gave power to the 
Auditor instead of to somebody to be 
appointed by the Governor and that 
this refusal to extend the Governor’s 
patronage was the real reason of the 
objection to IL The Governor, however, 
in his veto message attacked tho Au¬ 
ditor’s office vigorously. lie said that 
in twenty years with a single exception 
no Auditor has been qualified to ad¬ 
minister the Insurance department, and 
that with the same exception no one 
has administered the office with good 
faith and Integrity. But If the people 
of Indiana have made such frightful 
mistakes In choosing an Auditor for 
twenty years, how can we rely on their 
Judgment in choosing a Governor? The 
general conclusion must be that while 
the Indiana legislature acted badly It 
might have been worse. But the need 
of a change in Indiana is evident.

A little girl who was taking her first 
lesson in geography Inquired of her 
mother; “W’hat makes the line* be¬ 
tween tho States bo crooked; why are 
some State* shaped so oddly?” No 
wonder that the mother had to get help 
to explain. There are tow grown-ups 
who could answer these questions sat¬ 
isfactorily. Our forefathers used such 
crude methods of defining many of the 
State division* that some boundary 
line* are a* hard to decipher a* a maze 

In a king’s garden. 

• • • 

Take the oid eastern boundary of 
New York for an example*. The line 
wa* described as starting at “a rock 
In the ancient road or wading place In 
Byram river,” following a direction 
that would lead by a “bunch of horn¬ 
beam saplings” and a tree which wo* 
either “a red oak or a white oak,” 
touching another tree on the “land oc¬ 
cupied by Thomas Wilsey in 1814,” and 
fftuiJIy falling in with a certain farm 
fence. Land was 90 plentiful In those 
old days that a few miles one way or 
another did not make much difference. 
The line separating Tennessee from 
Georgia, which was surveyed in 1819, 
wo* defined quite as lucidly. This was 
said to begin at “a rock’due south of 
tiie old Indian town of Nickajack,” 
passing <fue east in such a manner as to 
“leave old D. Rosa two miles and eight¬ 
een yards in the State of Tennessee.” 

• • • f 

A tiny parcel of land in Southwest 
Massachusetts was given*to New York 
In 1855. It was a small cove that was 
practically Inaccessible from the east, 
and because of this it became a most 
desirable place for prize fights, the of¬ 
fenders being able to slip back into 
New York easier than the officers could 
get in from 0 Massachusetts. So. to 
break up this interesting game of hide- 
and-seek between the lawbreakers and 
the law-enforcers, the bit of land was 
given to the State that could best po¬ 
lice it 

• • * 

In the earliest survey* of the United 
States, rivers and like natural boun¬ 
daries wore pressed Into service to de¬ 
termine the limits of the different ter¬ 
ritories or grants, and much trouble 
has resulted from the shifting habits 
of these kinds of boundaries. Ilad not 
the commission that fixed the division 
between the United States and Mexico 
decided upon a certain channel of the 
Rk> Grande, where that river Is used 
as the line, the citizens In that part 
of the world would have a hard time 
deciding whether they are Americans 
or Mexicans, because the river changes 

Us course so often. 

• • • 

The people of California and Nevada 
may still be living In one another's ter¬ 
ritory for all they know, as the boun¬ 
dary line was hard to establish, and 
may vary half a mile. Just where the 
elbow-like bend comes tn the line is 
Lake Tahoe, and it is almost In the 
exact middle of that lake that the 
principal measurement for the angle of 
the turn had to be taken. While the 
boundary thus established has been ac¬ 
cepted, and Is generally recognized as 
being correct, there may be a dispute 

over its exactness some day. 

• • • 

For many year* the northwest boun¬ 
dary tlhe of the United States was Just 
about as easy to locate as the famous 
“Seven Cities of Cibola,” for which the 
early explorers searched so fiftllely. 
The old treaty states that the line 
Should be “due west from the t/ake of 
the Woods to the Mississippi.” This 
might have been fairly approximated 
If the Mississippi had lived up to the 
expectations of the treaty-makers, but 
It continued to wander through the 
State after its own independent fash¬ 
ion. fully two counties to the southeast 
of the lake. In a half century or eo 
the Hno was made more definite, 
though the point finally chosen as the 
“northwestern point” is now well un¬ 
der the waters of the lake. 

• • • 

It was not until 1842 that Maine knew 
Just how much territory she had in her 
northeast corner. The old treaty of 
1783 defined tho boundary as “following 
the Bu Croix river to its source,” thence 
north to the Highlands that divided the 
waters of the Atlantic from those of 
the St. Lawrence. As no one knew 
which of tw’o rivers emptying fifty 
miles apart wus thu^SL Croix, or which 
set of highlands was meant, or whether 
the Bay of Fundy might be considered 
un arm of the Atlantic, early Maine 
geography was rather mixed. When 
Lord Ashburton and Daniel Webster 
straightened tho matter out fifty-nine 
years larter they gave seven- twe If tbs of 
the disputed land to the United States 
and five-twelfths to England. 

• • • 

The most famous boundary lib® In the 
United States is that dividing Pennsyl¬ 
vania and Maryland. It wus surveyed 
in 1763-7 by Charles Mason and Jere¬ 
miah Dixon, and they are credited with 
running the whole line with the excep¬ 
tion of twenty-two mile*. It was called 
for them “Meson and Dixon’s line,” 
and received Us political prominence at 
the time of the great “Missouri com¬ 
promise” In 1820, when John Randolph 
in a famous speech referred to it as tiie 
boundary line between the growing fac¬ 
tions of the North and South. Since 
then it has been an Integral part of 
history. The boundary line between 
Massachusetts and Connecticut has 
never been accurately determined, a 
strip of the Merrlmac valley being In 
dispute. 

• • • 

Vermont has no claim on the Con¬ 
necticut river because the old grant of 
the colony of New York defined Its 
boundary as reaching “to” the Con¬ 
necticut, and Vermont was carved^ 
from the eastern part of New York. 
Virginia is in the same fix where the 
Potomac la concerned, the commission 
appointed to establish her boundary 
line fixing It on the southern hank of 


tho river, leaving Maryland’s domin¬ 
ion to extend over all the stream. 

• • • 

In the great basin between tbo Rock¬ 
ies and the Sierra Nevadas lie tho 
ghosts of many dead lakes. River* still 
flow down to the dry edges of these 
one-time great reservoirs, and are 
licked up by evaporation and the Oil- 
nook wind*. Of all the lakes that once 
lay there only Great Sail Lake. Lake 
Tahoe and Bear Lake are left. The 
Southern Pacific rolls for 165 mile* 
across the bed of what was once Lake 
LAhontan, and passenger* gazing Idly 
from the window* may see the terraces 
and wrinkles In the crust of the fossil 
lake which nature robbed and defraud¬ 
ed of its crystal treasures ages ago. 

• • • 

Akin to these ghost-lake* are the Jo6t 
rivers of the southwest, rivers that flow 
with all the swiftness and clearness of 
other streams near by, then disappear 
into the earth as mysteriously’ as If 
they were spirit streams. In the val¬ 
ley of the Rio Grande there are many 
little rivers of this kind. Just south of 
Bante Fe is the River Hondo which 
flow* broad and deep for many mile*, 
then suddenly spread* out over a san¬ 
dy plain and disappears. A few hun¬ 
dred feet from where it goes out of 
right there is only sand as dry as dust 
itself. Some of these streams end in 
tiny brackish lakes, but most of them 
disappear in the sand beds. On the 
coast of Mexico there are clear-water 
streams that discharge into the Gulf 
from underground channels many feet 
below the level of the sea, and these 
are thought to be the same waters that 
disappear further up in the States. 

• • • 

In the valley between the Pecos and 
the Rio Grande, beginning near San- 
dia Mountain, is the bed of an old riv. 
or, with all its tributaries, its falls, its 
shallows and its fascinating bends. It 
is 300 miles long and many feet wide, 
hut it Js only the ghost of a river, for 
there Is no water there. It piissos by 
the reins of Gran Quivira, Its bed Is 
strewn with broken lava, and it ter¬ 
minates In a salt marsh. The Indians 
have a legend that long ago the water* 
were deep and swift there, until one 
day a great fire swept down the val¬ 
ley, lapping up the waters, leaving the 
bed empty, tho banks barren and the 
valley desolate forever more. 

• • • 

Crater Lakc^ Oregon, is said to have 
the greatest depth of any fresh-water 
lake in this country, its maximum 
depth being 1,996 feet. Lake Tahoe is 
possibly next in the enterprising effort 
to send water down to quench the fires 
in tho center of the' earth, for the 
measuring lead shows 1,645 feet there. 
Lake Erie enjoys the distinction of be¬ 
ing the only one or the chain of Great 
Lakes that ha* a current, this being 
duo to Its shallowness. 

• • • 

The total number of navigable mile* 
of the Mississippi river is estimated 
at £161 miles for average ateamers, and 
2 , miles for small steamers. All the 
tributaries of this river combined 
would make a stream 13,160 miles long, 
and a steamer to traverse this would go 
a distance slightly greater than from 
New York to Bangkok, by way of Lon¬ 
don, if u were a pretty lively steamer 
It could make such a trip In about fifty 
day*. The Mississippi river discharge 
Into tho gulf 675,000 cubic feet of water 
every second, and is the only river in 
tiie United States emptying into the 
ocean (the gulf being reckoned here as 
a part of tho ocean) that has no tide. 
Tidal rivers never have deltas, nor 
more than one mouth. 

• • • 

There are many mysteries of the 
ocean that the centuries haite hidden, 
and which scientific study Is only Just 
now discovering. The men in charge of 
the work on the Gulf Division of the 
Hydrographic office have found In the 
Gulf of Mexico, about 200 miles off the 
southern coast and In a direct line from 
the Atchafalaya river, a pool of oil. 
This oil lies In the water to a depth of 
about three feet and covers a large sur¬ 
face. No one can account for its be¬ 
ing there. It has also been found that 
the currents of the gulf have made an 
eddy that settled into a pool of dead 
water. This eddy catches the flotsam 
ttnd Jetsam of the sea. and looks totally 
unHke the rest of the gulf water In col¬ 
oring.

Toulon, March 13.-The efforts to re¬ 
cover the bodies of those killed by ex¬ 
plosion on board the French battle¬ 
ship lena* which have been carried on 
with energy for twenty-flve hours have 
not yet resulted In definitely fixing tho 
number of casualties. After the last 
roll call to-night there were still unac¬ 
counted for eight officers and 110 men. 
t nfortunatriy there is IlttJo doubt that 
all these misring mofi perished. The 
roll call was applied only to the crew of 
the lena, but as It is believed that 
some twelve or fifteen arsenal hands 
were engaged on board the battleship 
at the time of tho expNjolon, it is fear¬ 
ed that the total number of dead wifi 
reach 120. In this belief the naval ho*, 
pital hero was instructed to-night to 
prepare mortuary space for that num. 
her. 


TO CONSOLIDATE 

PACIFIC FLEET. 


Washington, March 13 — Complete 
plans for the consolidation into one 
fleet for all American cruising vessels 
in the Pacific ocean were mnde pubiic 
to-day by the Navy Department. The 
order will probably go into effect about 
the end of this month, when Rear 
Admiral Brownson will become com- 
mander-ln-chlef, of everything in the 
Pacific. Rear Admiral Swlnburn will 
be commander of the Second squadron 
and Rear Admiral Dayton will com¬ 
mand the Third squadron. 

Marine Intelligence.

OLD FAIR GROUND 


Claimed By Capt. Isaac N. 
Haymaker In Suit. 


PROPERTY ONCE SCENE OF POP¬ 
ULAR. EXHIBITIONS. 


BUILDINGS IN THEIR PRIME BE¬ 
FORE WAR NOW DECAYED. 


INDIANA TEACHERS HAPPY. 


A suit to quiet the title to the ol*i 
Charlestown fair ground wan filed In 
the Clark Circuit Court, at Jefferson¬ 
ville, yesterday by Capt. Isaac N. Hay¬ 
maker against the Clark County Agri¬ 
cultural Society and the Mutual Sav¬ 
ings and Loan Association, a Jefferson¬ 
ville corporation, which holds a mort¬ 
gage against the grounds. Capt. Hay¬ 
maker In his complaint sets forth that 
t* purchased the grounds at a tax sale 
on March 13. 1901, for $49.18, and since 
then he has regularly paid the taxes, 
and Is entitled to Interest on his In¬ 
vestment. He alleges that the Mutual 
Savings and Loan Association Is set¬ 
ting up a Veil Inferior to his, and claim¬ 
ing ownership. He demands $250 and 
ail other proper relief. 

Charlestown fair grounds was 
for years one of the most noted resorts 
of Us kind In Southern Indiana, and 
its patronage once a year came largely 
Jrom Louisville. In early days the fin¬ 
est stock In Kentucky was taken to 
the fair at Charlestown, Ind. The first 
fair was held In 1836 on what was 
known as Denny’s lots, northeast of 
the courthouse. The first year. It Is 
said, the only thing exhibited worth 
looking at was a Durham hull, the first 
one ever brought to Clark county. The 
ivext year the fair was better, and con¬ 
tinued to be attractive for. several 
years. 

Finally fifteen acres of ground, a part 
of the present trafct, were purchased, 
and good buildings were put up. For 
years the fair was the biggest annual 
event of the county. Just after the 
war a raoe meeting was held and pools 
wore sr>ld on the several events. There 
was also a lottery drawing on the 
grounds for the last day, and many 
prizes were to be given away, but were 
not. This was the beginning of the 
ending of the Charlestown fair, and it 
soon became a losing venture. At this 
time nearly all of the buildings have 
fallen down. 

TEACHERS WELL TREATED. 

Indiana Legislature Gave Them 

About All They Asked. 

Prof. Samuel L Soott, of Jefferson¬ 
ville, Superintendent of Public Instruc¬ 
tion In Clark county, Ind., Is greatly 
pleased with the work of the Indiana 
Legislature In its treatment of the 
teachers of the Hoosler State. Prof. 
Soott was a member of the Legislative 
Committee from the Indiana Teachers* 
Association, and took great interest in 
what wus being done. He said the 
teachers got practically everything they 
asked. As a result, they will be better 
paid and the children will be taught 
by more competent teachers. The 
standard for being a teacher In Indiana 
has been greatly raised. \ 

The qualifications under the new’ law 
require that a teacher must be a grad¬ 
uate of some High School or its equiv¬ 
alent. He Is to have not less than one 
term of twelve weeks In a school main¬ 
taining a professional course for the 
training of teachers, and shall have not 
less than a twelve-months’ license. For 
a two-years’ license a teacher must 
have a training of twenty-four weeks 
In a school for that purpose. The teach¬ 
er who secures a license for three 
years must have a few additional quali¬ 
fications. 

The pay of teachers under the new 
law’ Is graded according to their ex¬ 
perience and the length of thalr license. 
For attending the county Institutes 
every day they are held, a teacher w’lll 
raoedve 2 per cent, on his general aver¬ 
age of scholarship and success In the 
Institute. Under the new law’ an addi¬ 
tional tax levy is made to meet the 
Increase of pay. but there will not be 
■my higher wages paid until 1908. 

Mr. WhittAker's Law. 

It Is a fact not generally known that 
the measure first indorsed by W. H. 
Whittaker, general superintendent of 
the Indiana Reformatory, at Jefferson- 
villa, changing the punishment for petit 
larceny to Imprisomment for an Inde¬ 
terminate period of from one to eight 
years. Instead of from one to three, is 
now a law, as there was an emergency 
clause attached to the act when It was 
passed. As a result petty thieving by 
confirmed criminals will. It Is believed, 
become le«e frequent, the new law be¬ 
ing aimed at those who have been 
making the State Prison and the In 
dlanA Reformatory a resting-place for 
three yeans If necessary, with the hope 
that they can get out on a parole In 
cme year after being convicted.

UNION VETERAN OF CIVIL WAR. 


The blind tiger said to have been 
conducted by Ivan Shafer at Mtlltown, 
twenty-five miles west of New Albany, 
on the Southern railway, was raided 
yesterday morning by Sheriff Janies 
H. Hanger, of Crawford county, and 
his deputies, C. A. Hostetler. A. F 
Igert. Harry Lemmon and Dr. Gibbs, 
residents of Mltltown. They found and 
confiscated two barrels of whisky and 
twenty cases of bottled beer, which 
wore carried off and stored, leaving the 
proprietor with nothing but the glass¬ 
ware and th$ bar fixtures. Sixteen 
charges of violating a blind tiger law 
were filed against Shafer, but he had 
left MUltown and, it was reported, had 
gone to either New* Albany or Louis¬ 
ville. This Is the first raid mode in 
Southern Indiana since the "blind 
tiger" law was enacted. The law per¬ 
mits any resident of the State to swear 
out a search warrant for the purpose 
of searching any bqlldlng In which It 
Is suspected that liquors are being sold, 
anrl the presence of liquor, under the 
provisions of the law, is un evidence 
of Its violation. 

Several months ago the temperance 
people of the township In which Mill- 
town Is situated eliminated all the sa¬ 
loons by remonstrance. Shortly after 
the remonstrances were pronounced ef¬ 
fective and the saloons were all closed, 
a "blind tiger” was established, but 
It was put out of business in a few 
weeks and the town remained strictly 
temperate until Shafer, It Is said, went 
there from Louisville and started up 
the Illicit drinking place. The temper¬ 
ance people of the town declare that 
if anyone has the temerity to start 
another "blind tiger" he may expect 
to have the place raided, as they arc

At tho regular monthly meeting of 
the Board of Trustees cf the Louisville 
Free Public Library, yesterday after¬ 
noon, Col. Bennett H. Young reported 
to the board that $76,000 was the larg¬ 
est amount that could be raised on 
the second mortgage to be placed on 
the building now occupied by the li¬ 
brary.

ALL READY FOR BOTH THE NEW ORLEANS DERBIES. 


pEW ORLEANS, La., March 13.— 
[Special.]—A card of more than 
ordinary caliber was offered this 
afternoon, the feature of which 
the Louisiana Stokes, carrying an 
[Idea value of $ 1 , 000 . for two-year-olds, 
a handicap affair over the mile and 
xteenth route vied with the big event 
for a place of prominence. 

Several Jockeys incurred the displeas¬ 
ure of the starter during tho afternoon, 
Lowe, Btlac and Hogg being set down 
for the remainder of the week for of¬ 
fenses at tho post. Quite a ripple of ex¬ 
citement was caused In the sing just 
previous to tho running of the sixth 
race, when tho police succeeded In cap¬ 
turing the man that has been passing the 
**phony*' tickets on the local players. His 
arrest was brought about by the cashier 
of Charlie Celia's book. who. when the 
man presented a “phony" ticket calling 
for about $400, grabbed him and held on 
until assistance arrived. It transpired 
that tho fellow was a member of the 
gang which operated about the New 
York tracks last year and was broken up 
by the Pinkertons. 

With the victory of Notaaulga over E. 
M. Fry in the Louisiana Stakes Hamll, 
the owner of Tho Commoner Ally, clearly 
proved that he had not overestimated tier 
merits and that $5,000 was not an exces¬ 
sive figure to pay for such a youngster. 
This is the second stake that Notasulga 
lias annexed since she entered the Ha¬ 
mll stable, having won tfcie National 
Stakes a few weeks ago. 

The blue pencil played havoc with the 
feature, only six candidates, including 
Antoine, the added stnrter, going to the 
post. E. M. Fry broke first when the 
rubber was released, with Notasulga sec¬ 
ond. in, this manner they raced until 
turning Into the stretch, where the Ally 
drew away, easily winning In a common 
canter. Fry took second, while Ziephcn, 
from the stable of W. F. Schulte, tho 
Louisville turfman, ran third, 

F. W. Schmidt ran Foreigner, the win¬ 
ner of the sixth, $300• over his entered 
price and took him. Foxmeade, the win¬ 
ner uf the last race, was boosted $300. 
but was retained by the owner.

W ITH the Eastern racing season 
two weeks off and the meet¬ 
ing at New' Orleans drawing 
to a close, the sole topic of 
conversation In the South Is tho running 
of the two derbies, the Crescent City and 
tho City Park. The latter race starts Sat¬ 
urday and the Crescent City Derby will 
be decided on the following Saturday. 

Tho City Park has $5,000 added money, 
at a mile and a quarter, while the Cres¬ 
cent City Derby Is a $10,000 race, run over 
a mile and an eighth.

Charter Bill stole a march on their op¬ 
ponents In the House to-day, and had 
further action on the measure post¬ 
poned until Friday. No hour was flaed 
for reconsideration ain-ce ari effort to 
make the bill a special order would 
have required a two-thirds majority. 
Mr. SuUnbaek found the opponents of 
the bill off gruard. and before they knew 
what wua going on the motion to re¬ 
consider was called up and passed. At 
once Representative MX-Fax land moved 
that further consideration of the bill 
be postponed until to-morrow. 

Just as the Speaker was about to 
put the quwtlon on this motion some 
of the charter opponents woke up. and 
in a sort of desultory and sleepy way 
demanded a roll call, but the Speaker 
wus too quick for them, and the mo¬ 
tion declared adopted. Both sides 
are claiming an advantage from this 
action, the advocates of the bill saying 
that owing to the absence of two or 
three of their friends they deemed It 
wise not to force a vote at this time, 
but have the bill now just where they 
want lt- 

On the other hand, opponents of the 
measure stated that they did not care 
how often the bill was postponed. In 
fact, they would Just as soon defeat It 
by conti mied postiyonements as on a 
direct vote. They also claim that the 
desire for delay is evidence, that the 
charter advocates are uneasy. 

• • • 

Attack On Patterson. 


Former Senator Carmack gave out an 
interview to-day, in which he claimed 
that friends of Gov. Patterson were 
promising offices and pardons for votes 
for the charter bill. The interview was 
a very severe attack on the Governor, 
and to-night he and his friends are 
said to be greatly wrought up. The 
charter fight is thus fast developing in¬ 
to an administration and anti-adminis¬ 
tration struggle with intense bitterness 
on each side. 

Two bills of general interest were 
passed on final reading In the House, 
one bt-ing the Bane McFarland vagrancy 
law. This Is an exceedingly drastic 
measure, and was not passed until after 
an extended debate. The other was the 
bill to Incn^ase the compensation of 
Justices of the Peace attending 
Quarterly Court to $2 per day. The 
Senate bill abolishing saloons In Ml. 
Pleasant was passed and goes to the 
Governor. 

Repneoentaitlve Horton Introduced a 
resolution, which was adopted, direct¬ 
ing that a committee of five be appoint¬ 
ed by the Speaker to ascertain whether 
or not the members of the Ctity Council 
of Naehvttle who voted for the resolu¬ 
tion denouncing the Speaker are In con¬ 
tempt of the House, and, if so, to re¬ 
port what action should be taken in the 
premise. 

Comparatively few bills were present¬ 
ed. probably the most important being 
a compulsory education law. 

• • • 

Local Bills In Senate. 


Several new* bills, mostly local, were 
Introduced in the Senate. The Revenue 
and AflseseinBftt Committee submitted 
a general revenue bill. It contains but 
few changes from the bill empowering 
County Courts to enforce attendance 
upon schools by all children b^jtween 
the ages of eight atnd fourteen years 
which was introduced by Senator Ogles¬ 
by. and Senator Foster introduced a 
bill seeking to promote the establish¬ 
ment and maintenance of libraries by 
rural schools. 

Another Nashville bond issue to the 
amount of $350,000 Is contemplated by 
a bill introduced by Senators Ewing 
and Pendleton, for the purpose of ex¬ 
tending the electric lighting plant. 

A local bill, on third reading, author¬ 
izing the County Court of Wilson coun¬ 
ty to draw interest on county fund*, 
was amended to have a general appli¬ 
cation, whereupon It was discovered 
that the bill might draw banks Into 
politics, and further consideration was 
postponed until March 21.

Rate of Rise Unprecedented . 


The overflow from the Ticking, Ken¬ 
tucky, Big Sandy and Big Kanawha 
rivers, combined with the heavy rain¬ 
fall of the last two days, has brought 
about the present condition. It is esti 
mated that the river at Louisville is 
rising at the rate of from four to five 
Inches per horn*, and If this continues 
for any length of time the result is 
liable to be serious.

It will take a 
lot of water before the river reaches 
the danger line. We expect from eight 
to ten feet more qnvltig to the excessive 
rains above, and I can say that I have 
very seldom seen water rise as fast aA 
It has here during the.last twenty-four 
hours."

THE SOUTH’S CONSUMPTION 

OF COTTON. 


According to an estimate made by a wall- 
known repressataklve of the cotton trade, tho 
outside world wilt have to got alo^g with about 
81 per cent, of th© United States cotton crop. 
In earlier years It has been taking a much 
larger proportion. In Iivq-'KI It to4c 84 per 
cent., and a* late as 1SU7-68 It took 80 per 
cent. Along with this the share of the South 
lias been Increasing, and the competition, if 
! the Northern mills be regarded a* constant 
( consumers. Is now rather between the Southern 
and the forejgn cotton mill*. For the current 
I 3 'ear It l* calculated that the South will con* 
> sume 2,500.060 bale*, or 19.2 per cent, of a 
13,600.000-bale crap. In 1904-03 th® South's cone 
sumption was 15.96 per cent., and in 1897-98 
nn low a* 11 per cent. The quantity ln this 
latter year was but half of what la eetlmatrd 
a* the need* of tha current year. 

Cotton manufacturing companies have pnw 
pcrM to ruch an extent In 1906 a*» to stimulate 
the building of addttlonkJ ommimlng capacity. 
Attention hae been cnllM to the addition of 
10.000.000 spindle* In the Lancashire district 
of final Britain since 11)00. In the Oldham 
district oi England the average dividend of 
cotton mill* last year waa 9 06 per cent. La^t 
year the corresponding Fall River rate wo* 6 .83 
per cent. Evidently tho period of liberal div¬ 
idends ha* not pasoed from the** older center* 
of production, as was the Impression a few 
year* ago. There will be under these circum¬ 
stances much leea talk of removal of New Eng¬ 
land cotton mill* to the Southern States, say* 
tho Wall Street Journal. It Is the long run 
that count*. The theory of low dividend* of 
cotton mill Investment* must be revised.

The 
rule is thrt/t a physician must use tbit 
care and skill which is exercised generally 
by physicians of ordinary care and skill 
located In the same or similar communi¬ 
ties. 

Third — Bam© — Responsibility.—In the 
treatment by a physician of a broken 
arm, he Is not responsible for any bodily 
or mental suffering endured by the pa¬ 
tient, or any Impairment of her power to 
earn money which wns due to hor In¬ 
jury and which would have resulted to 
her in any event, though treated with 
ordinary care and skill.

First—Railroads—Killing Flagman at 
Street Crossing—Lookout Duty—Care Re¬ 
quired.—In an action against a railroad 
company to recover damages for the kill¬ 
ing by one of its troJna of a flagman, sta¬ 
tioned at a street cfos.slng In a ‘dty, to 
warn persons attempting to cross tho

Smith, attorney for William B. Smith, 
former president of the Western Na¬ 
tional Bank, and Judge George Du 
Relle yesterday morning at the opening 
of the Undted States Court, Judge 
Evans agreed to set the case for a spe¬ 
cial hearing next Monday. Attorney 
Smith wanted the continuance for a 
week for the reason that he was busy

William B. Smith Is charged with 
making false entries in the books of the 
Western National Bank, of which in¬ 
stitution he was then president.

Smith Is In the city, but refuses to 
make any statement In regard to tho 
case.
